If talk would solve our citrus 
problem we would have licked it 


` ong ago, but talk won't boost sag- 


ging markets or answer the burn: 
ing question, “What about this 
‘ year’s crop?” If we are going to 
salvage anything out of this year’s 


~ bumper crop, it will take Action. 


It is all right to talk about legi- 
slative action and changing consti- 
tutions but such remedies take 
time-and while we are waiting for 
that kind of relief a lot of folks 
<an go broke. 

We are in just about the same 
positiona man is when his house 
is on fire and his insurance policy 
has lapsed. He needs help in a hur- 
ry: Being a country home far from 
the nearest fire department, the 
‘house will burn/to the ground be- 
fore the fire department could get 
there. So he calls on hig neighbors 
and they come to his assistance 
with extinguishers, hose, buckets, 
ladders and whatever may be need- 
ed to meet thee’ mergency and, 
working together, they save the 
home. 

Now suppose in such an emer- 
gency, when this chap called on his 
neighbors for help, each of them 
started an argument and each had 
a different plan. One fellow insists 
that a bucket brigade is the only 
answer, another wants to -pump 
water from the lake and someone 
else thinks that the only way to 
put the fire out is with extinguish- 
ers. The argument continues „and 
before they decide `on anything the 
house is a smoldering heap of 
of ashes. 

Everyone agrees that the solu- 
tion to thé citrus problem calls for 
cooperation on the part of every- 
one; growers, packers, shippers 
canners. The only vehicle that of- 
fers an opportunity for such co- 
operation is the Florida Citrus 
Mutual. If this grower organiza- 
tion is set up quickly with control 
of 75 per cent or more of the crop 
it can go into-action now and bring 
relief this. season. 

The way it looks from where i 
sit, it is up to the growers them- 
selves to decide whether they want 
to join hands and put the fire out 
now by cooperation and teamwork, 
or whether they want to.continue 
talking and arguing-until it is too 
late.

ciety and other important groups, 
including a practically unanimous 
press, have declared. for’ organized 


marketing. But they can’t’ vote and. 


they anxiously await the growers’ 
verdict because they know what 
happened in 1946-47 and again in 
1947-48. 

The State-Bankers, Association, 
which should certainly be well 
qualified to correctly appraise the 
economic and financial conditions, 
said in its report of July. 23, 1948: 

“At this moment there is little 
hope for even a‘cost of production 
price for the maturing Florida crop 
reported to be 109 million boxes, 
the largest on: record, The price. 
situation looks .dark, if this-crep 
ts to be marketed under the same 
procedure as the last two crops.” 

How accurate that forecast was 
is evidenced by the fact that de- 
spite one of the _bestiguality crops 
in many years,’ Florida fruit has 
been selling at below the cost of 
production’ 

Organized under authority of the 
Capper-Volsted Act with power as 
a growers’ organization to control 
shipments in interstate commerce, 
the Florida Citrus Mutual can cor- 
rect this unorganized marketing 
which is responsible for cutthroat 
competition >and ruinous prices 
both for fresh and canned pro- 
ducts. 

Florida Citrus Mutual will have 
other powers under which it can 
establish helpful policies which 
have been recently discused in the 
state. 

However, let’s-center our atten- 
tion upon this vital fact: that dis- 
organized ‘marketing with lack of 
control in Florida is responsible for 
two seasons’ disasters and 
promises a third one. No plan has 
‘been proposed which can offer the 
slightest hope for correcting the 
situation for this season except the 
Florida Citrus Mutual. 

If the organization can be com- 
pleted and the operating machine- 
ry set up by the first of January. 
the legal controls in interstate 
commerce which Mutual can’ and 
will exercise will be put into effect 
when possibly fifty to sixty per 
cent of the fresh fruit and sixty- 
five to seventy-five per cent of the 
canned fruit is yet to be marketed. 
Controlled marketing of that fru't 
will mean millions of dollars more 
of returns to the citrus industry. 

There is no profit for anybody 
in a sick industry. United action 
on the part of all Now can turn 
present losses into profits.

Fishin’ Worms Are 
Big Business In 
This Florida Town 


BLOUNTSTOWN, — Florida is 
not all. suuny beaches, sparkling 
océan and wealthy merchants with 


dollar. 

In North Florida, far from the 
lucrative tourist marts to. the 
south, hundreds of families depend 
upon the earthworm for a liveli- 
hood. 

, These Crackers call their enter- 
prise “grunting” and some worm 
brakers are coining up to $6,000 
annually. 

Contrary to popular belief, good 
fishing worms can’t be found in 
an old backyard. 

Anglers have given up the early- 
morning search for worms. They 
stop at a gas station on the way to 
the fishing plaĉe and stock up with 
bait already packaged in . card- 
board: containers. 

Blounstown is the center of the 
worm industry. Most of the “grunt- 
ipg” is done by children, who get 
ik to 25 cents per hundred worms 
for their labor. 

‘The method is simple. The crews 
rub old automobile spring leaves 
over hardwood pegs driven into 
the ground. The vibration brings 
the crawlers scurrying out of the'r 
holes. 

Andrew Coxwell, veteran grub- 
ber, sells on an average of 20,000 
worms a week, collecting any- 
where from 50 to 60 cents per hun- 
dred wholesale and 75 cents to $1 
retail. 

He has “worm rights’ on 900 
acres of land, for which he pays 
the owner 10 cents for every 100 
worms dug up. The owner’s not 
complaining. He paid $3,500 for 
the acreage and in the first year. 
his take was $1,500 just from 
worm operations. 

A. B. Gilbert, Chipley, got into 
the grubing business in January. 
Since then, he has realized over 
$3,600. With ‘the earthworm ven- 
ture so successful, he branched out 
into other bait phases—crickets, 
“puppydogs” (orange-coloreds liz- 
ards) and catawba worms. 

In the first three weeks of crick- 
et raising, he grossed over $250 on 
a $50 investment.

WASHINGTON — Trying to 
evade Federal intome tax .will be 
riskier than ever when returns on 
1948 income are filed after New 
Year's. | 

The Internal Revenue Bureau is 
going to use a poll-type procedure 
—despite that election upset—as a 
means of catching up with persons 
who try to cheat on taxes, - 

An officials said Sunday it will 
work this way: J 

Tax agents will pick at random 
a limited number of returns from 
each grouping of returns according 
to the taxpayers’ occupation, lo- 
cality and income bracket. 

The agents will examine each 
return chosen and, even if it looks 
to be perfectly all right, call upon 
the taxpayers and have him sub- 
stantiate its accuracy. 

If the process shows a tendency 
by particular groups—according|to 
occupation, location or income 
bracket—to file “bad” returns, the 
bureau will concentrate on-checi- 
ing other returns from the suspect 
group. i
